In the few pages of Addenda I found only one name that 
comes in my category and one of which I had had no 
previous record so that I am most appreciative of your 
having loaned me the book. 


Referring to the Napoleon medals about 
which you asked, I have two dated 1826 - 41 Mm. and 
signed by Durand on the obverse. They are alike in 
every particular except that one has the word MONACHIT 
incised on the edge. The third Napoleon medal is 45 Mm. 
in diameter, dated 1844 and signed on the obverse by 
Rogat. 


In your letter you speak of three 
references that Forrer mentions in his book. I would 
be glad to know where I can find the Forrer references. 
As you may know this Series Numismatice was published 
by Durand in Paris. Later, the work was executed in 
Munich and modifications were mede in some of the dies. 
This Series carries the word MONACHII incised on the edge. 


I have copies of two lists in the Biblio- 
théeque Nationale which refer to the original Durand series 
and a third list which mentions those published from 
1844 to 1846. These are all about 2 Mm. larger than the 
others and contain medals of a number of personages which 
appear in the other two series andan appreciable number 
which are new.
